At 10 o'clock tonight it was stated 
that the last of the 263. passengers who 
were marooned on the Southern rail- 
way’s passenger train, the Carolina 
Special, four miles below Marshall, had 
reached this city, and that all were be- 
ing cared for by the railway authori- 
ties, who hired every available automo- 
bile here during the day for the pur- 
pose of rescuing the passengers on the 
special. 

Other trains marooned at Tryon, Sa- 
luda, Marion and Connelly Springs have 
been reached by Southern railway of- 
ficials and the passengers taken off in 
automobiles. 

It is estimated tonight that more 
than one hundred miles of the railway 
tracks have been washed away in the 
flooded districts, and the Southern’s 
losses are growing greater hourly, the 
total being now placed at $1,000,000. 


RIVER SEARCHED 
FOR BODIES. 


Charlotte, N. C., July 18.—With two 
men who went down on the Southern 
railway’s Catawba river bridge at Bel- 
mont Sunday still unaccounted for, 
searchers tomorrow will go many miles 
down the river in boats on a hunt for 
bodies. 

In addition to the four bridge victims 
and two rescuers brought out of tree 
tops to the Charlotte side of the river 
Monday by two negroes, Fons Ross and 
P H Stowe, word was brought from 
the Gastonia side today of three other 
rescues, W. L. Fortune, of King’s Moun- 
tain, section foreman, and two negro 
laborers being the men saved. Ross 
and Stowe today received donations of 
several hundred dollars from Charlotte 
citizens and a subscription list has been 
opened to reward them. 

The river had receded sufficiently to- 
day for sagyrescion agg ta fay skiffs and 
batteaus to cross at Mount Holly, a few 
miles above Belmont, and first-hand in- 
formation of damage on the west side 
of the river was received. The greatest 
single loss in that section was the 
complete destruction of the five-story 
Armon cotton mills plant at Mount Hol- 
ly, the main building, warehouses and 
tenement houses being entirely washed 
away. All occupants of the mill vil- 
lage escaped to high ground, and there 
was no loss of life.

SOUTHERN TRAINS 
STILE MAROONED: 


Spartanburg, 8S. C., July 18.—Devel- 
opments here today following the fall- 
ing of the waters in the rivers of the 
Piedmont section reveal no new loss of 
life or damage to property. 

The railroads are rushing forces from 
all sections to the scene of the dis- 
aster on the lines out of this city. At 
headquarters of the Spartanburg divi- 
sion of the Southern railway it is 
stated tonight that it may be possible 
to operate trains between Columbia and 
Asheville by Saturday. The main line 
between Spartanburg and Charlotte, 
where the Catawba bridge is out at Bel- 
mont, it is stated, will not be open for 
ten days. 

The Carolina, Clinchfield and Ohio 
officials say they will operate a coal 
train, marooned at Bostic, N. C., over 
their line into Spartanburg tomorrow, 
and that by Friday they will resume 
traffic Yo Marion, N. ©. No promises 
are made for trains through to John- 
son City, Tenn. 

The Southern railway expects to have 
its merrooned passenger trains out of 
the mountains by tomorrow afternoon. 
There are still a number of passengers 
on these trains, some of them ill, and 
including children. Food and other 
supplies have been sent to the trains 
by persons walking over the line.

“The system of keeping the state's 
accounts is such that they are kept in 
accurate daily precision and order, and 
by which the state has never lost a 
dollar, was adopted in 1876," it being 
the system of Professor Moore, of 
Moore's Business college, and, after its 
adoption, and following the conastitu- 
tional convention in 1877, Robert 
Toombs was quoted by Mr. Blalock as 
saving of it:

Governor Pays Respects to Op- 
ponents—Discusses the 
Stripling Case. 


Cartersville, Ga. July 18.—(Special.) 
Governor Nat E. Harris addressed a 
large audience here today in the inter- 
est of his campaign for re-election to 
.the governorship of Georgia and was 
accorded an attentive and respectful 
hearing. He spoke for an hour and 
fifteen minutes, and briefly reviewed 
the high points of his administration. It 
was his belief that his stand in behalf 
of the present effective prohibition 
laws was the cause of opposition to his 
receiving. a second term, saying that 
when he included in his call for an ex- 
traordinary session of the legislature 
the item to consider. the anti-liquor 
selling bills, he was destined to get the 
bitter antagonism of every interest en- 
gaged in the traffic. é 
was accompanied by his wife, and they 
were dined by friends at the Park ho- 
tel, after which they returned to At- 
lanta. 

Pays Respects to Opponents. 

Governor Harris paid his respects 
very briefly to Dr. L. G. Hardman and 
Joseph E. Pottle. He spoke of Hugh M. 
Dorsey at some length. 

A writer in The Constitution this morning, 
said Governor Harris, used the following 
words about Mr. Dorsey: “He often spoke 
of how executive interference with the due 
processes of law made a mockery of the 
jury system and what handicap the prose- 
cution was forced to work under. Se 
He is equipped to see better, perhaps, than 
others the necessity of the executive office 
respecting rather than overthrowing the acts 
of the courts."’ Probably Mr. Dorsey !s in- 
geed better able to judge of these matters 
by reasons of having always appeared upon 
the side of the prosecution, said Governor 
- Harris. '

Answering further Mr. Dorsey’s attack 
concerning the governor's recent statement, 
“that he would pardon any gentleman con- 
vict who expressed his desire to enter the 
army,” Governor Harris said that no such 
statement had ever been made by him; 
even the published reports had not gon¢ 
this far. Only one case of this sort came 
before me, viz., the application of Ernest 
B. Woodruff, who was convicted in DeKalb 
superior court at the June term, 1916, for 
carrying a pistol without license and re- 
ceived an alternative sentence of six months 
or a fine of $30; The young man could not 
pay the ‘fine. He was'a member of the na- 
tional guard and his company had been or- 
dered to the mobilization camp. On recom- 
mendation of the prison commission and 
on the request of the captain of his company 
in the national guard the applicant was 
pardoned June 23, 1916 If Mr. Dorsey can 
make anything out of this contrary to the 
rules of the military service he can do more 
than the governor has been able to do or 
anyone who has advised him.

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WALKER OPPOSES 
~ COPPER CONTRA 


Attorney General Urges 
Committee Not to Recom- 
‘mend Contract Witha 


Limit, But to Let Governor, 


Abrogate It. 


Attorney General Clifford Walker, 
appearing last night before the joint 
legislative commigee having under 
consideration ine Wrennesses Copper 
company sulphur furnves situation, urged 
that the committee recommend that the 
five-yeargterm contract proposed by the 
copper company when the present con- 
tract expires next October be not ac- 
cepted. The committee announced no 


decision last night. 

For the purpose of controlling the 
copper fumes situation in the northern 
border counties of Georgia and making 
provisions for an indemnity fund for 
damages to Georgia crops from the 
sulphur fumes, Attorney General Wal- 
ker declared that he favored a con- 
tract without a time limit, but which 
could be abrogated by either party 
upon six months’ notice. He favored 
giving the governor the power to abro- 
gate such a contract, as is given the 
executive in the case of the present con- 
tract, and urged the committee to take 
no action looking to tying the gov- 
ernor’s hands in any way. 

Leave It to Attorney General. 


Madison Bell, representing the Farm- 
ers’ union of Fannin and Gilmer coun- 
ties, was heard by the committee. Hef 
stated that the people of that section 
did not want the renewal of the pres- 
ent contract, and urged that the mat- 
ter be left in the hands of the attorney 
general. 

He was followeA by Colonel Tom 
Brown, of Fannin county, who stated 
that he also represented some of the 
farmers of that section, and likewise 
urged that the matter be left in the 
hands of the attorney general for ad- 
jJustment. 

John ,D. Little, attorney with Judge 
' Arthur’ Powell for the company, was 
heard by the committee in the closing 
@rguments. He urged the renewal of 
the contract with certain amendments. 

“I do not attempt to state for what 
length of time this contract should be 
renewed. It is left with this committee 
to decide. If they choose to make the 
term one or two or three years, wel! 
and good. I have no objections to offer. 
But I feel that it should be renewed 
for a term of five years to prevent a 
recurrence of just such another hearing 
in the near future” 

Proposed New Contract. 

The proposed new contract would be 
Operative for a period of five years 
from October 1, 1916. At that time the 
present contract will cease. The com- 
pany proposes to make a renewal 80 
that they shall be allowed to put up 
an indemnity bond of 340,000 instead 
of the present $16,500 yearly for dam- 
ages found to accrue to the farmers 
from the released fumes of the plant. 

It is also proposed that the board of 
arbitration be appointed, one by the 
‘company. one by the governor from an- 
other section of the state than that af- 
fected and one by the governor from 
the affected district.

South Georgia Normal Voted 
Money for New Buildings. 
Action on Other Bills. 


By a vote of 121 to 37 the lower 
house of the general assembly yester- 
day passed its first appropriation meas- 
ure for the session—the bill of Griffin, 
of Lowndes, by substitute, giving the 
board of trustees of the state univer- 
Sity $50,000 fog an additional dormitory 
and an administration: building for the 
South Georgia State Normal college at 
Valdosta. 

The Knight of Berrien bill, to create 
anew county from the western portion 
of Berrien, to be known as Cook, was 
defeated. Following its defeat Mr. 
Knight served notice that, “at the prop- 
er time,” he will move to reconsider. 
The measure was lost on roll call by 11 
votes of the constitutional two-thirds, 
receiving 115 favorable votes and 52 
adverse, when 126 are required to 
carry.

has been incorporated in the superior 
court of Richmond county. The stockh- 
holders will meet this week for organ- 
ization. While the authorized.capital 
is $100,000, the right to employ a cap- 
ital of $1,000,000 is given. The plan fs 
for a $250,000 or $300,000 plant. 

Solicitation of subscriptions will be 
begun promptly after organization. The 
keenest interest hag been manifested 
in the movement and there is that en- 
couragement which indicates that what- 
ever capital is suggested will be read- 
ily secured. It is stated, after a pre- 
liminary canvass that almost every 
farmer in the surrounding counties tin 
both Georgia and Carolina will become 
stockholders.

SENATE INDORSES 
BIENNIAL SESSIONS: 


Passes Peacock Bill 31 to 5S. 
Walker Classes General 
Assembly as “Necessary 
Evil” — Tribute Paid Chas. 


S. Northen. 


The senate placed its stamp of ap- 
proval on biennial sessions of the leg- 
islature yesterday morning, when ‘it 
passea the bill of Senator Z%. V. Pea- 
cock by a vote of 31 to 5. One ofathe 
companion bills, providing for sixty - 
day sessions, was passed with only four 
dissenting votes and another, increas- 
ing the compensation of the members 
of the general agoeesbly from $4 to $6 
er diem, was defeated. 
Pe The bill was opposed by Senators 
Adams, Akin, Mangham, Stovall and 
Turner. While speaking in favor of the 
measure Senator Walker was ques- 
tioned by Senator Burnside, “Do you 
favor the entire abolition of the ‘bloom- 
ing thing or do you think it should 
be "held every once in a while as a 
necessary evil?” 

“I think it should be held every once 
in a while as a necessary evil,” re- 
Plied Senator Walker. 

Senator Way, in favoring the passage 
of the bill, stated that it was to the 
interests of the members of the legis- 
lature to meet annually and have the 
privilege of spending the summer in 
the fair city of Atlanta, but he thought 
that the bill should be passed since 
the people of the state were over- 
whelmingiy in favor of biennial ses- 
sions, 


Tribute to Northen. 
A glowing tribute was paid to the 


who for many years was the secretary 
of the senate, by the special committee 
appointed to draft a resoiution upon 
his death. This committee was com- 
posed of Senators Lawrence, McLaugh- 
lin, Dobbs and Peacock, and a copy of 
the memorial resolution was ordered 
te be sent to Mr. Northen's family and 
another incorporated in the journal of 
the senate. 

When the hour for adjournment ar- 
rived President Persons was address- 
ing the senate upon his bill providing 
a constitutional limit of 2 mills to be 
Placed upon the amount appropriated 
by the state annually to the common 
echool fund of the state. President 
Persons has a companion bill which 
would require every county in the state 
to levy a local tax of at least 2 mills 
for the support of the common schools. 

The author of these measures showed 
that about ninety counties in the state 
did not contribute one cent to the main- 
tenance of p'rblic schools. Practically 
every other state in the union raises 
a larger percentage of funds from a 
local tax than the state of Georgia, 
which ranks eleventh in the amount 
appropriated #y the astate. President 
Persons stated that the time was bound 
to come when the counties would have 
to contribute locally to the support of 
public schools and that the sooner this 
was realized the better it would be for 
Georgia.

Skepticism Regarding Black 
Rust Reports Sags Wheat. 
Crop Damage Boosts Corn. 
Provisions Average Higher 


Chicago, July 18.—Denials that black 
Tust had spread into Canada tended 
today to make wheat traders somewhat 
skeptical regarding damage _ reports. 
Accordingly, the market, although 
pointed upward much of the time, closed 
unsettied at %*@% to % net decline, 
with July 111% and September 112%, 
and provisions finished irregular rang- 
ing from l0c decline to a rise of 12%&c. 

For the most part transactions 1n 
wheat were of a scalping character, 
and were not governed gy any welli- 
defined sentiment as to lues. Asser- 
tions that yield and quality of the 
eprin crop had been seriously im- 
eaired by black rust led to continued 
uneasiness, and there were reports 
from some authorities that the rust 
spores had already attacked the rust 
of the plant. Unqualified contradic- 
tions, however, of yesterday's advices 
that the pest had spread northward 
over the Canadian border did a good 
deal to bring about rather aggressive 
selling at times on the hard spots in 
the market. The relative weakness of 
quotations in the northwest served also 
to handicap the bulls here. 

Would-be purchasers of wheat gave 
considerable attention to Liverpoo) dis- 
Patches, saying that the unfavorable 
weather in all producing countries was 
causing British buyers to become nerv- 
ous. In this connection it was printed 
out that in 1904 black rust resulted in 


a crop shrinkage of 60,000.000 bushels 


during July and August, and that 
meanwhile the Chicago market ad- 
vanced 26 cents a bushel. Export sales 
today were estimated at 600,00 bushels, 
including 200,000 new hard winter 
wheat to be shipped by way of the Gulf 
of Mexico. 

Corn, unlike wheat, maintained a 
firm tone. Serious complaints of heat 
and drouth were received, especially 
from OkKlahoma, Kansas and Texas. 
Only one of the government stations 
ome shows any rain since 
uly 1. 

Speculative selling weakened oats. 
Hot weather damage reports had mere- 
ly a transient bullish effect. 

Provisions averaged higher’ with 
hogs. Late sales, however, of 1,000,000 
pounds of lard by a leading trader 
seeined to operate at least temporarily 
as a check on buyers.

He set about to prove the 
realization of this adage. As a result, aft- 
er years of toll and labor. he has succeeded 
in building io Nashville, Tenn., what is 
regurded by the citizens of this city as 
one of the leading religious printing instl- 
tutions of Nasbville. The plant itself fills 
a niche in the commercial life of Nashville 
that is a credit to the city, the state 
and the nation. All who know Dr. R. H. 
Boyd, regardless of race, regard him as a 
conscientious, henest, well-thinkirg, well- 
meaning, industrious citizen who knows 
how and who really does make the condi- 
tions between the races more tolerable, for 
he spends no time in attempting to solve 
the race problem. He abhors ony inference 
at social equality, believes implicity in the 
fact that the negro should work out his 
own salivatiog and become a worthy citi- 
zen in his own city, in his own com- 
munity and in his own state, and that he 
should uphold the flag of the, nation and 
march under the principles of their respec- 
tive denominations. 

It is interesting to note the achievements 
of the institution of which this ex-slave is 
the founder. It 1s inspiring to see his de- 
yotion, even to the cause that his old mas- 
ter fonght so nobly for. Without any show 
or demonstration, he has fought the bual- 
ness fights that must be fought by large 
concerns, succeeding withont any pbhilan- 
thropic effort, without a donation of as 
much as one dollar from the treasury of 
the National Baptist Convention for the 
maintenance and operation of the plant or 
the purebase of property and machinery, 
he has in some way and somehow man- 
aged to keep this institution going and to 
make steady and constant improvements 
from time to time and from year to year. 
The past quarter the institution broke all 
former records in the receipt of mail and 
the dispatch of the output or the product 
of the institution. For instance, from 
Monday morning, March 20, up to Satur- 
day afternoon, March 25, the letter carrier 
on that route delivered to the National Bap- 
tist Publishing Board, of which Rev. R. H. 
Boyd is secretary, 7,657 letters. On one of 
the days, Wednesday, March 22, 2,221 of 
these letters were delivered. This is a rec- 
ord unexcelled during the years that the 
concern has been in operation.

the capital, city of the Volunteer state. It 
is interesting to read of the National Bap- 
tist Publishing Board's suecess. To know 
what has been accomplished by an ex-slave 


within less than a decade, and an Iinaide 
glimpse of the life of a constructive genius 
and his contribution to race de elopment; 
to see what he has been able to do for *he 
Baptist churches and Sunday schools, at 
the same time soliciting their patronage to 
an institution where members of his race 
bave mude good as skilled artisans, and 
then to see the gigantic scores of members 
of the race, who send out millions of copies 
of religious literature annually, is ipespir- 
ing to the negro youth. The success that 
the Rev. R. H. Boyd has achieved ia noth- 
ing less than marvelous. 


Tali and commanding of stature, very 
intelligent in conversation, he makes 
friends and holds them.

“Were some one to put the National Bap- 
tist publishing board's plant in this city on 
a moving picture film, showing the wonder- 
ful achievements and the accomplishments 
of the gigantic inatitution that has been 
built up for tbe negro Baptists of the

would take a film hundreds of yards long, 


which would entertain thousands of peo- 
plé. The Nattonal Baptist publishing 
house has come into existence within the 
past nineteen years, and today towers 
magnificently over anything which has 
been accomplished by the race, whether it 
be in the religious, educational or in the 
bustfMess world. 

“It has furnished and is furnishing em- 
ployment to scores of negro boys and girls 
that hitherto were shut out of what is 
commonly known as the art preservative 
among printers and publishers. It has giv- 
en a rating in the commercial world to 
the race and denomination that has no 
parallel. It has put the negro Baptists 
on an equal footing with the denomina- 
tions of other races because of the creative 
genius displayed in operating and main- 
taining the institution. It bas forged a 
fink in racial pride that has brought to-

The National Baptist Publishing House 
plunt, located at the corner of Second ave- 
nue, morth, and Locust street, this city, 
operated by the National Baptist Publish- 
ing board.

to the ambitious and deserving members 
of the race that has been closed to them 
by labor unions, which refuse to allow 
members of the race to acquire certain 
knowledge in printing and book binding. 
It has put the race on the map in the the- 
ological world as producers of a religious 
literature distinctively their own. It has 
installed and is operating printing ma- 
chinery of the most complicated and intri- 
cate designing and this, too, with ama- 
teur help that has been found in the race. 
It has helped to make intellectual lights 
out of what bas been regarded as a race 
of hewers of wood and drawers of water. 

“This institution was. founded by an 
ex-slave, the Rev. R. H. Boyd, who still 
lives, and who is secretary and manager. 
Many say that Rev. Dr. Boyd saw the in- 
visible in his early pioneer days, and that 
after operating On a very small scale in 
his Texas home he succeeded in convinc- 
ing the negroes to see the wisdom of sup- 
porting a plant on a national scope. It 
was the latter part of 1896, when he began 
his pilgrimage to Nashville, Tenn., after 


having looked all over the United States

his work. It has been said that he was 
directed by God from his Texas home, like 
Abraham of the Chaldeans, when God said 
to him: ‘Get thee out of thy country and 
from thy kindred, and from thy father's 
house, unto a land that I will shew thee.’ 
Whatever way it was, it is a known fact 
that the negro Baptiste had no publishing 
plant and were preparing and sending out 
no Sunday school literature; they were 
giving no employment te the negro boys 
and girle, doing nothing tangible un*’l Dr. 
Boyd came upon the scene. 

“His book, ‘The Story of the Publishing 
Board,’ which has just been issued and is 
now in great demand, bhs proven one of 
the most interesting narratives that has 
come from the lips of any man. Stranger 
than fiction, and yet os real as the gos- 
pel itself, the story Is told and then the 
thousands of wheels that revolve at the 
plant and the millions of copies of books 
and publications that are sent ont each 
quarter, together with the magnificent in- 
stitution, standing Iike the pyramide of 
Kgypt, attest the substantial rt of the 
story. The founder of the institution has 
often been referred to as a giant oak in a 
forest among the negro Baptists of the 
United States. His far-sighted business 
tact in building up the institution has at- 
tracted the attention of the entire business 
world, as well as the entire race to which 
his denomination belongs, and who feel in-

to come by the support that ts being givea 
from every quarter of the globe. At the 
close of the last fiscal year Dr. Boyd 
showed in his report the work of the in- 
stitution for the past eighteen years. The 
figures themselves are staggering. In this 
number of years the institution has writ- 
ten and circulated 136,794,339 copies of re- 
ligious literature, which does not inclnde 
the thousands of volumes of books 
which have been mace up and distribu- 
ted throughout the civilized world. They 
have written and received 3,081,140 letters, 
and it is said that sometimes as high as 
2,000 letters are received in a single day. 


Publishing Board furnishes employment te 
more negro men and women, boys and 
girls, than any other institution’ of a com- 
wercial nature operated in the race. Very 
little is said to be known of Dr. Boyd, who 
has refused all along to allow anything to 
be written about bis life. He knows that 
he was born a sinve and he waa.40 years 
old before he went to school, and that his 
mother, who died only a few months age, 
was over 9% yeurs of nage. 

“The _—ess house, his Hfe'’s work, 
is looked upon as a monument that he bas 
built as an humble worker in his denomi- 
nation and as his contribution to thé race 
as a constructive genius. Nashville, Tenn. 
the home of the institution, is now ns well 
known as a religious publishing center as 
it is an educational center, having beem 
made possible by the wmilllons of pages of 
religions tracts and literature that have 
been issued from this gigantic religious 
and commercial business institution.” 

Upon investigation it bas been found 
that one of the great achievements of Dr. 
Boyd was the bringing out and setting te 
music the negro plantation melodies, the 
songs that were sung in the days of slay- 
ery by his parents and their ancestors.
